ple on the subject. The event had 
be»n HO sudden and at such an honr 
that the company officials in the 
town had heard nothing regarding 
the death of their chief till after the 
toilers in the huge car works and 
kindred establishments had begun 
the daily routine all unconscious of 
the tragic occurrences at the brown 
stone palace a few miles further 
north on the lake shore. 


Immediately, however, prepara- 


tions were made to close the big 
shops and for the proper observance 
of Mr. Pullman's obsequies. 


While seemingly in Rood health, 


Mr. Pullman has been complaining 
during the last three or four days of 
the hot spell and feeling rather un- 
comfortable. After leaving his of- 
fice at 5 o'clock he remained at his 
residence all evening. About 4:30 
this morning he awoke and called his 
body servant to his -bedside, and 
spoke of again feeling uncomforta- 
ble. Finally he asked that the fam- 
ily physician, Dr. Billings, be sent 
for. 
In the meantime,

man's indisposition, Rev.-Dr. Chas. 
H. Eaton, of New York,'an intimate 
friend of the Pullman family, and 
who was visiting at their home, 
went hurriedly into the sick man's 
bed chamber. Mr. Pullman rapidly 
grew worse and a second message 
was sent to Dr. Billings, but before 
the doctor could reach the house 
Mr. Pullman had died.

now on her way to Chicago.

Mr. Pull- 
man was a brother of the Rev, Dr. 
J. M. Pullman, of New York, for- 
mer editor of the Christian Leader. 


CIRCUMSTANCES OF HIS DEATH. 


The following statement of the 


circumstances 
surrounding 
Mr. 


Pullman's death was prepared for 
the Associated Press by Mr. John S. 
Rnnnells, chief counsel of the Pull- 
man company: "Mr. Pullman died 
at 5 o'clock this morning of angina 
pactoris. The extreme heat of last 
week, together with perhaps more 
than his usual exertion in show- 
ing some friends about Pullman, 
had caused him a feeling of debil- 
ity, about which he spoke to one 
or two friends, but which he did not 
regard as serious. He told one of 
them yesterday, who suggested that 
he was not looking quite as well as 
usual, that he had been unable to 


satisfactorily the last two 


nights and particularly on Sunday 
night; that he had some little diffi- 
culty in breathing, but that he felt 
much better then and he felt that a 
day or two wonld put him all right. 


He, indeed, was so well that he in- 


tended to leave for New York on 
Thursday evening. Death came to 
him very quickly.

PULLMAN'S RESIDENCE. 


Mr. 
Pullman's residence, 
on 


Prairie avenue, where he died, is 
one of the most delightful in Chi- 
cago. It is surrounded by a garden 
of most beautiful flowers, in which 
graceful palms 
occupy an im- 


portant place. 
At the southern 


end 
of 
the 
property 
stands 


the "massacre monument," on the 
site of the old tree which marked 
the destruction of so many citizens 
and soldiers after the evacuation of 
Fort Dearborn in August, 1812. The 
tree was removed some years ago to 
the court of the Chicago Historical 
society and the place where it had 
stood was marked by a bronze 
group illustrating the rescue of Mrs. 
Helm by Black Partridge, and aome 
of the incidents of the tragic event. 
Mr. Pullman's fortune is variously 
estimated at from 130,000,000 to 
150,000,000. 


MB. ARMOUR'S TRIBUTE. 


The death of Mr. Pullman at- 


tracted wide attention in the busi- 
ness circles. Mr. P. D. Armour 


this morning resumed its

Soon this ceased and at 8:13 o'clock 
silence again reigned. Then a rumor 
ran about that the jnry had agreed 
to disagree and that all further 
consideration of the case had been 
abandoned. This was followed by 
another report to the effect that a 
verdict of guilty had been voted 
and that the deadlock was ou the 
punishment to be meted out to 
Luetgert. Still another report had 
it that the jury stood eight for con- 
viction and four for acquittal.

In Trinity churchyard, New "York, 


there is a queer and quaint tomb 
that attracts unusual attention. 
The grave adjoins that of the prison 
ship martyrs, in the northeastern 
end of the cemetery, awl the stone 
is visible from Broadway. The pe- 
culiarity about it is the epitaph and 
(subscription above it. The epitaph 
reads thus:

JAMES LEESOX. 


Who Departed this Life on tie 


28th of September, 1794.

Immediately over the epitaph and 


forming a semicircle above it are 13 
btrange characters, which some as- 
sert represent a quotation from the 
Greek, while others maintain that 
they are Chinese, Hindoo and every 
other conceivable brand of dead and 
dying languages. 


The characters are in the forms 


of squares, or sectional parts of 
squares, some being mere L'g, while 
others lack the top or side of the 
figure. Some have periods or colons 
within and one is vacant. 


As a matter of fact, the characters 


are simple ciphers, which James 
Lceson, their author and at one time 
a prominent member of New York's 
society and business circles, desired 
should be placed on his tombstone. 
He was of a somewhat eccentric 
turn of mind and a close student of 
puzzling hieroglyphics. What, then, 
more natural than that, as during 
his lifetime he had puzzled hie bruin 
over "pothooks and tramrnles," ho 
should bequeath to posterity a 
cryptogram that would puzzle all 
who might gaze upon it in the days 
when he should be naught but dust? 


A little more than a century ban 


passed since James Let-son was 
gathered to his father?, anrt in that 
time thousands upon thousands 
hove gathered at his grave and won- 
dered. 


The lover of the intricate and 


problematical may easily solve the 
problem by following this explana- 
tion closely: 


In the first place. Mr. Lceson, in 


his desire to keep future generations 
guessing, drew three sets of parallel 
perpendicular lines and crossed them 
with horizontal lines something aft- 
er the btyle of the children's game 
of "tit-tat-toe " Hetlien placed the 
letters of the alphabet in the spaces 
—from "A" to "I" in the first tix; 
from "K" to "S" in the second, the 
ancient "I" and "J" being identi- 
cal and fiom "T" to "2" in the 
third group of spaces. Then, ignor- 
ing the letters entirely, but keeping 
in mind the spaces in which they 
belonged, be used a period in the 
Hpaces occupied by the first mx let- 
ters, a colon in the gpncea of the 
necond «ix and left tho spaces occu- 
pied by the letters from "T"to "Z" 
without any distinguishing symbol. 


Then James figured out n proper 


sentiment for a cryptogram, and 
finally decided upon tbo one which 
adorns his tombstone. It reads:
